1901, Secretary Gage estim ated the ex­ 
penditures for the year at $4 7 2.<><>0.000, 
which was only $790,353 in excess of 
the actual figures. 
He also estim ated 
the receipts at $527,000,000, which was 
$8,594,813 below the receipts. 
This 
difference, however, was due to the 
loss of internal revenue receipts as the 
direct result of the revenue reduction 
a rt of April 12, 1902, which am ounted 
to about $9,000,000. 
This reduction 
could not have been anticipated, as 
the act was pass' d after the estim ates 
were sent to (ongress. 
But for this 
reduction th** surplus foi*th« year Just 
closed would have been almost exactly 
the amount estim ated eight months be­ 
fore 
The accuracy of these estim ates 
are rem arkable in tho history of the 
treasury departm ent.
